THE PLANETS. 

Mercury is a morning star in the 
greater part of the month, and towards 
the end may be visible to the unaided 
eve. . Venus, in superior conjunction with 
the Sun on the 1st, is technically an even- 
ing star after that date. It will, however, 
be some months before she becomes at 
all conspicuous in the Western skv after 
sunset. Probably not sooner than the 
latter part of November will she show 
herself sufficiently to attract attention. 
This is after the usual manner of planets 
setting after the Sun in late Summer and 
Autumn, when, owing to the position of 
the Ecliptic at that time of year, a much 
greater angular distance from the Sun is 
required to bring an object into sight 
than is the case in Spring. 

Mars and Jupiter are in conjunction 
with each other on the órd, and rise 
almost at the same moment, half an hour 
after midnight on the 4th. The actual 
moment of nearest approach is at 9 p.m. 
on the 3rd, when only 20 minutes of are 
separate the two planets. The disc of the 
Moon would be more than large enough to 
cover them both at the time of closest 
approach, and some time before and after. 
Jupiter is to the North of Mars. At the 
end ‘of the month both planets rise a good 
while before midnight. 

Mars will not yet be a promising object 
for a small telescope, but Jupiter will 
repay even the scrutiny of a hand instru- 
ment. His aspect in the telescope has 
undergone great changes in tlic last year 
or two, and many of the features which 
have long been familiar have disappeared 
or been greatly modified. He is now more 
like the bright disc, crossed by a few 
dark streaks, which the Astronomy books 
used to figure, before the Red Spot 
appeared, and the mass of complicated 
detail which has crowded his dise for a 
very long time. There is some connection 
apparent between the activity of the Sun 
and that of Jupiter. It may be that the 
quiescence of the great planet is a reflec- 
tion of the comparative quiescence of the 
_present sunspot maximum, which has not, 
so far, produced aaything sensational. 

Saturn is now a conspicuous object in 
the Southern sky in the hour or two 
before midnight. The opportunity of 
studying his ring system should not be 
missed, as his appearances will be brief 
and none too favourable for some years to 
come. 

Planetary conjunctions, such as 
above-mentioned between Mars and 
Jupiter, are always interésting. Mars, 
being the quickest moving of the exterior 
planets, is responsible for the majority of 
such events—such at least as are most 
favourably visible. Conjunctions of other 
planets with Venus and Mercury can only 
take place more or less near the Sun’s 
place in the heavens, and consequently on 
a twilight sky. Not so with Mars, 
Saturn, and Jupiter, which may meet and 
pass one another on the midnight 
heavens, or, indeed, at any hour of the 
night. Mars makes a complete circuit of 
the Ecliptic in a mean period of 780 days, 
or two years and 52 days approximately. 
Since Jupiter takes about 12 years, and 
Saturn nearly 50, to accomplish the same 
circuit, it will be seen that Mars must 
frequently overtake both of them. When 
a conjunction occurs near the time when 
Mars is in Opposition to the Sun, two, or 
even three planetary conjunctions may 
take place within a few weeks. 

On June 30th, 1879, there was a con- 
junction of Mars and Saturn, when only 
one minute of are separated the centres 
of the two planets. This is an amount 
quite invisible to the naked eye, and con- 
sequently they appeared to the spectator 
unprovided with optical aid to coalesce 
into the stellar poimé. It is, of course, 
always possible, though the possibility is 
remote, for one planet to eclipse another. 
This is said to have taken place in 1591, 
when Kepler witnessed (or thought he 
did) an occultation of Jupiter by Mars. 
Perhaps, we should rather call it a 
transit of Mars across Jupiter; for Mars 
has always the smaller dise of the two. 
If the two planets were near Opposition 
at the time, the phenomenon would take 
the form of an annular eclipse of Jupiter. 

It is dificult to see how Kepler could 
have satisfied himself that the planets did 
actually meet, as he did not possess a 
telescope. What a chance, if such a con- 
junction took place in our own time, which 
alas! it will not. At a near Opposition 
the disc of Mars may expand to nearly 30 
seconds of arc, while that of Jupiter is 
between 40 and 50. Mars would have a 
horizontal parallax of nearly a minute, 
so that a central transit, or only a grazing 
contact, could be seen according to the 
position of the spectator on the Earth 
geographically. A line could be caleulated, 
as in the case of eclipses of the Sun, along 
which a central eclipse could be seen. &

BROADCASTING AND THE 
WEATHER. 


METEOROLOGICAL OFFICE ON 
THE SUBJECT. 

In an article in this week's issue of the 
Radio Times dealing with the controversy 
as to whether “' wireless’ broadcasting causes 
bad weather, the Roya! Meteorological Office 
says that it can be stated quite definitely 
that meteorologists and physicists do not 
know of any way in which “ wireless 
waves can condense the water vapour in the 
atmosphere to cause rain, or even electrify 
already existing clouds and so cause thunder- 
storms. 

“The whole controversy, if limited to the 
broadcasting era, tacitly assumes that the 
weather of the past six years has been worse 
than any weather which we experienced be- 
fore the great expansion of broadcasting. If 
it can be shown that this assumption is not 
true, the whole casus belli ceases to exist, 
and there is nothing to argue about.”’ 

A diagram is given, on which the follow- 
ing comments are made :— 

“This at once shows us two interesting 
points. The first is that the ten years 1871- 
1880 were so much wetter than the broad- 
casting years that the column representing 
the wetness is more than twice as high as in 
the latter. Even if we leave out the dry 
year 1921, the average rainfall of the six 
years 1922 to 1927 is still less than the aver- 
age of these rainy ‘seventies. The second 
interesting point is that the wet years 1871 
to 1880 came about fifty years before 1922 to 
1927, and the wet years 1821 to 1830 came 
another fifty years before that. Dr. Glass- 
poole’s figures go back as far as 1727, and 
we find that there was a fourth wet spell 
about 1770. again an interval oí about fifty 
years. Although we cannot say why there 
should be these wet periods at intervals of 
fiftv years, or how often meteorological 
history will repeat itself in this way, there 
does seem to be a suggestion that the wet 
weather of the past few years was about 
due, and would have come just the same if 
broadcasting were unknown.”’
